Safety and Maintenance Instruction: 

To Prolong the life of the mini projector, all the following safety, operating instructions and maintenance should 
be read, adhered to and followed before the unit is operated. 

For your Safety 

1. Please carefully read this user manual before operating the unit. 

2. Take a few moments to review the user manual while using it for the first time. 

3. Do not place or store the unit where it can fall into water or other liquid, cares should be taken so that water 
or other liquid can not be spilled onto unit. 

4. Protect the unit from vibration, shock or pinch, always keep it on a flat dry place. 

5. Optical engine is one of the most important parts of the unit, great care should be taken to protect it from collision 
or press. 

6. Unplug the unit when it is not in use for extended periods 

Maintenance and Precaution: 

1. Please clean the unit with a soft dry chiffon. 

2. Do not touch the light engine lens directly with hands or sharp items, do not spray any cleanser directly on it. 

3. Do not press the unit hard or place any other objects on it. 

4. Never block the air outlet of the unit with materials such as cloth while the unit is working.

Prompt: Reset the unit if it freezes and/oris not working properly. Insert a thin, pointed object into Reset button

Basic Operation:

• Press and hold 'POWER' button for approximately three seconds to turn the unit on, screen will enter 
Home Menu. If battery is too weak to power on, please recharge before power on, or power on while on 
charge. (Home Menu)

2. Photo Mode 

• Press "PHOTO" icon on "Media Menu" and press "OK" to enter Photo Mode.

5. File Mode 

• Select "File" icon on "Media Menu" and press "OK" to enter "File Mode". 

• Under File mode, using "UP'or "DOWN" button to highlight a file, then long press "OK" button to 
copy or delete the selected file. 

A: Select "Copy" to copy files from SD/MMC card to USB Host or from "USB Host" to SD/MMC card. 
B: Select "Delete" to delete files stored in SD/MMC card or in "USB Host" 

• Using "M" button to return to previous menu in turn. 


6.AVIN 

• Select "AVIN" icon on "Media Menu" and press "OK" to enter "AV IN Mode" 

Operating Method: using "OK" button to enter LCD Setup. "M " button will revert you to the Home Menu. 

• Support iPhone / iPod.

"M" button 
will revert you back to the prev. menu.

Operating method: using "LEFT" or "RIGHT" button to choose desired parameter values, then press 
"OK" button to confirm. "M" button will revert you back to the prev. menu. 

4. About: Display current software version 

5. Default: restore to system default settings 


Battery Recharging 

The projector is embedded with high capacity rechargeable Li-Polymer battery. When the battery level indicator 
flashes as |||i on the display, please charge it as soon as possible. 

1. The Orange indicator will be on while charging and Green will be on while fully charged. Battery charging 
time is approximately 3.5 hours. 

2. The projector can be operated while charging. 

Notice: Connect the unit only to a power adaptor as described in this manual. Others are not recommended 
by the manufacturer and may damage the unit. DC input must be 5V/2.5A. 

Trouble Shooting 

This part is to introduce some solutions to common problems, if any malfunction occurs, please check the 
following first. If it still can not be obviated, please contact the dealer or authorized service center in time. 

Do not disassemble or repair it by yourself, there is no serviceable parts. 

The following are some common problems and solutions for reference. 

1. Projector can not power on 

• Battery has run out. Please recharge battery before operate. 

• Fails to press "POWER" button.The power button is a precised component, press it with care. 

2. Image blurring 

• Focus is not well adjusted. Adjust the gear of the lens to a proper position. 

• The light source of the projector is too close or too far from the projection screen. The best distance is 
between 200 MM- 2000 MM. 

3. No sound 

• Volume is setted "MUTE" or volume is setted too low. 

4. No image when AV input 

• AV cable is not connected or due to a connection error. Make sure the AV cable is properly connected. 

• Poor contact or the AV cable is with quality problems. Make sure the connection with AV cable is perfect 
and the cable itself is of good quality. 

Accessories 

Carefully unpack the package and make sure that you have all the following items. In the event that any item 
is missing or if you find any mismatched or damaged, please promptly contact the dealer. 

1. AC adaptor (5V2.5A)1 piece 

An AC adaptor is included in the accessories. The power input of the AC adaptor ranges from 100 V to 240V, 
covering all standard voltages around the world.
